LOST IN COLLISION 


Many Burned to 
Death 
by 
Blazing 
Oil. 


-An Atlantic Port, Apr. 18—T hirty 
seven lives were lost when the A m er­ 
ican steam ship O. B. Jennings and the 
British steam er W ar Knight, both la­ 
den with naphtha 
and 
inflammable 
oils collided off the British coast on 
March 24, according to members of 
the crew of the O. B. Jennings, who 
arrived here 
yesterday. 
All 
who 
perished, with one exception, were on 
the British vessel. They were burned 
to death by blazing gas and oil. 
Those who survived the flames on 
the W ar Knight were rescued jn the 
nick of time by destroyers, for soon 
after, while the blazing hull was being 
towed toward shallow water, it struck 
a mine and was blown up. 
The destroyers went to the rescue 
through a field 
of blazing oil and 
took off also the crew of the 
Je n ­ 
nings. 
A num ber of the crew of the 
American ship, however, were badly 
burned and had to be removed 
to 
hospitals after being landed. 


Private A. S. McLeod of Marlbor­ 
ough, Mass., who says he Is the first 
American soldier to be wounded In ac­ 
tion In the present war, Is the most 
cheerful convalescent in the W alter 
Reed hospital, which Is the govern­ 
ment’s hospital In Washington. 
He 
lost both legs in an air raid when the 
Germans dropped a bomb Into a hos­ 
pital, killing two soldiers outright. 
Private McLeod, who believes he Is 
the only wounded American soldier 
now In this country, will he the first 
subject on whom this government will 
experiment In the rehabilitation of Its 
wounded. 
He will he given a set of 
artificial limbs nnd this will set in 
motion a big and well prepared de­ 
partm ent which this government ha* 
developed for future cripples.

Frenchman Invented Microphone. 
The Inventor of the fundamental 
principle of the microphone on tho 
modem telephone Is said to have been 
tho Abbe Rouselot, a French phoneti­ 
cian, born at Saint Cloud (Clinrente)

One 
club goes so far as to maintain ai\ 
asylum. On the other hand exclusive 
clubs of the conventional type are pot 
lacking—clubs for the rich, yacht clutya, 
athletic clubs and political clubs. Ha­ 
vana’s motto seems to b e : 
“To each 
man a club according to his needs.” 
TractionUy without exception these 
clubs, large and small, have boused 
themselves 
in 
beautiful 
buildings. 
White marble walls, statuary and mu­ 
ral painting, pillared halls and foun­ 
tained courtyards reflect the artistic 
spirit of Latin America.

Injured Railroad Engineers Are Proud 
of Being First United States Troops 
In 
Action—New 
Yorker 
Tells

Work With British Army in the Of­

Twelve American railroad engineers 
who were wounded while taking part 
In the Mg Britinh offensive near Cam- 
bra I In November have been brought 
to the American Red Cross Hospital 
No. 2 In Paris, where artificial limbs 
will be provided for most of them.

In good spirits and proud of the fact 
that they wore the first of the soldiers 
of the American army to see active

The attacking troops moved so 
fast und we worked so hard that we 
were able to hook our end of the rail­ 
road line to the Cambrai end because, 
toward the last, Fritz retreated so 
rapidly thut he did riot have time ef­ 
fectively to destroy the road. 
Struck by Shell Fragment. 
“A few days after the Initial attuck 
our company was near the front doing 
yard work. 
Shells had been falling 
heavily all day. 
We were ordered to 
return to our billets. 
I started walk­ 
ing down the track, when suddenly I 
felt a powerful prod In my back.

thought a railroad train had struck 
me. 
Down I went with three wounds 
In tnv hack. I scrambled up again and 
found I could not use my left arm. 
“I ran 75 yards and then gave up. 
Two Tommies carried me to a field 
dressing station.
